JProm 
out of a situation which gave no promise'of ending for creeks, 
perhaps, and aft a time when those wha nave had charge of the 
filibuster against the measure had been, assuring every one 
that they could not see a vote for a week*, there1 came: a demand 
for a roll call on the first amendment of theilist of eight Which 
had to be disposed of before the main question could be con- 
sidered. Senator White almost surprised himself jwhen he, 
shut off debate, ended:the filibuster which has prevented the - 
acceptance of the Hawaiian resolution and gave the majority 
of the Senate a chance to e^re|tti its will.

The first of 
the* Spanish squadron to come into 
Yiewwas a cruiser of the Vizcaya class, 
presumably the flagship Almlrante 
Oquendo. Closely following her .came 
the.

As the tetms of the resolution do nbt 


provide for a day to the future when 
the resolution shall take effect, it be- 
comes operative at once, and the signa 
tore of tBfe President la the last and 
fhmi act f6r the incorporation of thes 
Islands into the'territorial acquisition 
of the United States. It is possiblt 
however, that the Government of th 
United States may, as a matter o 
form only, request the Legislature o 
these Islands to put upon record, it; 
assent to the resolution. This, if de- 
aired, will be only a matter of detail. 
The title to the Hawaiian Islands Is 
now to the United States. 


This event is the forseen end of a 


Jong process of political evolution in 
the Pacific ocean. Those to these Isl- 
ands who have earnestly desired the 
coming of the event have been, as 
might be expected, governed by differ-

to Ambitious Pedagogues. 


(From Wednesdays Dally.) 


(Progress hall was filled last even-* 


Ing with teachers and people specially 
interested in educational topics to near 
the lecture of Colonel Parker on the 
subject of "The Child and Natuare,' 
Inspector General Townsend and Pro- 
fessor Edgar Wood met visitors at toe 
door and showed them to seats in the 
ball. The speaker was introduced by 
Mr. Townsend. 
, 


Colonel Parker said that the great- 


est mystery, the most .profound prob- 
lem beneath the throne of the Eternal, 
a problem, which wise men of all ages 
had tried, to answer, and yet had not 
solved, .was the question "What is .the 
ohdld?" "What is that little lump of 
flesh, singing songs, evincing the Im- 
mortal and yet .So fall of mysteries?" 
Emerson called the child the "son of 
the world;" No man can answer the, 
question, y I have lived with the little 
folk many years and tried to under- 
stand them. Yet my wort has been 
hut tentative in its conclusions. 


$!he child is a born savage. That is, 
it at first, has the Instincts and tend- 
encies of the savage. There was never 
a boy who did not dig a cave, or want 
to dig one, crawl into It and defy the 
world. There was never a bcy.<btrt who 
loved bows and arrows, the woods 
and nature. And in the higher sense 
the boy is like the savage. First the 
creates his little world. But if be 
lived in his little cell, without power 
to burst out into life beyond he would 
die. The child creates—creates his 
•world and the beings in it 
Remem- 


ber the play-house "under the old oak 
*ree?—-the broken crockery, the. busi- 
ness of housekeeping, the neighbors 
dropping in to swap the community 
prattle—all day, atone, talking to your- 
self and living with your own crea- 
tions? That IB the savage life. That 
is -the myth life, if you please. 


When the savage begins to open Ms 


eyes everything speaks to him. Inan- 
imate things live and1 speak. 
The 


stone cries out-to him "Who am I?''— 
and the.amazed soul answers book 
"Thou art God," The tree then asks 
"Wit* am I?" In the tree the savage 
sees a broader, more noble personia- 
oatioa and cries out in admiration, 
"Thou art God." From the earth his 
mind then goes out into the great uni- 
verse, to .the bright stars, the wM'te 
moon and th« great luminary God, the 
sun. 
To each of these he cries, in 


turn, "Thou art God." Oortez, when 
Christianizing Mexico, was asked if 
there was not, something-beyond the 
sun. The Incas of Peru asked 
the 


same question. You cannot tell a sav- 
age there is a God and make him feel 
it; but through the Divine instinct you 
may lead him up to where God is and 
then show him all. 


So with the child. The child loves 


the fairy tale, because it is a part of 
its life. Many people object to these 
stories on the ground that they are 
untrue and .that nothing untrue should 
be taught 
Are -fairy tales untrue? 


What is truth? Tie myth is truth to 
the child -because it is a part of him. 
The Puritan's Idea of truth was the 
force of hds own conceptions. Peter 
Parley wrote a geography. It started 
out by saying that "the world is round 
and like a ball"—which was the only 
truth in the book and part of that was 
false. Ethiopia, in this book, was 
placed in the center of Africa. 
In- 


spector General Townsend studied a 
geography which described his great, 
fertile state as "a desert." Those are 
the myths that do harm. 


What child does not love tie story 


of Santa Glaus? There are mothers 
and teachers nowadays who draw their 
eyes up and perform the solemn duty 
so truth of telling the children that 
there is no Santa Claus. There is a 
Santa Clans; and all children should 
be assured of the fact. That this 
boundless universe throbs with tb« 
love and blessings of an Almighty Be- 
ing cannot be explained to a child's 
mind; but the myth can be given it, 
and it carries with it the great truth. 
Tbe correct principle of primary teach- 
ing is through myth?. Myth Is the be- 
ginning of spirttna.1 life. When billed 
up and used for selfish purpose?, how- 
ever, the myth is wn»g. 
Give the 


child the fairy tale, the myth?. Se- 
lect them, taking such as will convpy 
she truth. 


A child is a born naturalist. 
All 


children love flower*. They leave the 
city in droves to visit among the flow- 
er? of the cwantry. The speaker once 
saw a divine smile ot} the dirty face of 
a child in a dark •street of Boston. He 
trudged up in wonde-rj to find that the 
child was fondling ft aoaaJl, half-faded 
clover Mof-pom. 
The child J» divine. 


God cre,v<-rt :t full of instincts, ready 
for cnltivs'.icM.

THE SECOND DAY. 


Miss Allen Tells of Her Plans for 


Kindergarten Work.' 


The work of the second day's ses- 


sion of the Summer school •began yes- 
terday at 8 o'clock in Progress hall 
with a talk oh kindergarten teaching 
by Miss Alien. The early hour, for 
Hawaii, did not prevent a good sized 
audience from assembling. The kind- 
ergarteners and many other teachers- 
were there, and the puolic was well 
represented. Miss Allen's talk • was 
chiefly a mapping but of work and 
topics_for discussion during the ses- 
sion. Her enthusiasm for her.work is 
contagions. She inspires her hearers 
with her earnestness, her Jove for 
children. During *he sessions she will 
tell teachers of what value music is 
in the kindergarten and in *he school. 
She says that this feature is a much 
neglected one, although it plays an im- 
portant part in the school room. Dis- 
cipline is necessary. Because-the par- 
ent and the teacher loved the child 
sincerely, it should not be thought that 
petting and fondling should alone be 
indulged in. Often her love went out 
the most to the child who needed the 
most discipline. She often found her- 
self excusing that child because £he 
knew that its conduct was due to a 
considerable degree to enviroajaeut 


Miss Allen wishes especially to be- 


come acquainted with the,mothers, to 
talk with them of the child's habit of 
thought, of what the mental food in 
the home should consist -She wished 
to talk with them of the nature of .the 
playthings in the home, and of tempers 
aoce for little children, temperance in 
speech, in food, In drink. She wishes 
•it announced that she will meet the 
mothers at 9:30 o'clock this morning. 


Miss Allen then had a three-quarter 


hour session of (kindergarten 
with 


about a dozen children on the stage, 
as a practical illustration of the prin- 
ciples which she expounds. 


At 9:35 o'clock Col. Parker gave 


his first lecture'of the morning. He 
spoke a second time at 11:25, follow- 
ing Mrs. Parker. At the first lecture 
Col. Parker said that the -true teacher 
is an artist who is studying every 
question of education1, who is concen- 
trating his attention on the children 
before him, studying and thinking. He 
presented several working hypotheses. 
The first of these was the one function 
of the word, its use. The word re- 
calls something into consciousness. All 
learning to read consists in the fune- 


i tioning of words, reading presents im- 
agery. 
As an illustration be wrote 


several German words on the black-

Growth of ^ody anid Mind - How 


Abuse of the Little Ones 


May Be-Avoided.

A magazine article sums up some 


of the results of the recent scientific 
study of childhood. In the physical 
growth of the child, ihere is the well 
known fact of periodicity'in the^ijfe 
cesses of development. All parts-of 
the body do not grow proportionately 
at one and the same time. The .body 
grows first In length, then in girth. 
Children unfold their physical powers 
in exactly the same order, but.cnildr 
ren of the same age do not grow at 
the same rate. The muscles of the 
upper arm get their maturity a year 
and a half before the muscles of the

wrist; which last are in form for train- 
ing from three to six months before the 
muscles of the fingers. When wejn- 
sist that a child shall begin to write 
by means of the finger muscles oaly 
with a small pencil, in narrow spaces, 
we run counter to the principles that 
are plainly writtAi in this physical 
constitution of the child. We most 
first train the large shoulder muscles 
before attempting to burdea the tender 
undeveloped muscles of the fingers. 


Just as the body unfolds by stages, 


the mind also develops in the same 
way. 
Only two senses are operative ait 


birth, the sense of touch and the sense 
of temperature. The rest of the four- 
teen or fifteen senses with which we 
are endowed are developed in regular 
order, vision, hearing, rotation, joints 
a-ad tendons, and so on through the 
whole category. In order tEat mental 
development may be' full and complete, 
we must surround the child with such 
natural objects, as will give ample Op- 
portunity for the exercise of theae 
sense experiences. The game« and ele- 
mentary science work In the kinder- 
garten follow thi* line of natural few 
of physical and mental development. 


A second epoch in the mental de- 


velopment of the child Is the memory 
stage, when it i» eaaicwt to cultivate 
this fonctJon of the mind. ibecauae at 
thl* period of growth there is a. pro- 
d Igloo* power of rmnemberinjt detail*. 
The adult commits to memory rule* or 
rhyme*, that the child abnortw and af-

A well organized course of study 


must be in harmony with these pro- 
cesses of development* Some years 
ago ttour iteachera dn <th6 city of Parli, 
asked- permission at tee Minister of 
Education that each of them- might 
give <his twenty-five .pupils the same 
studies as were prescribed in the refer 
nlar course, hut tn * different order, 
such as they believed to accord better 
with the natural deVelopntetft of a 
fcoyVJmind. These boya completed the 
studies prescribed in "three and one- 
half yearainstead.of the seven years 
assigned in the prescntied jprogram. 
All the arithmetic taught In oar schools 
for'a period of seven or-eight years, 
could be better taught in the three 
years between seven and ten years at 
age.

in air education we should follow, the 
path of least resistance. :"Suppose 
that you have a dynamo with lour 
strands pf wire, copper, German silver, 
steel,--zinc. Which wire will conduct 
most of tbj current from the gen- 
erator? The copper wire, of course. 
Then why insist :that the current must 
be conducted by the Germain' silver 
wire? You burn out and ruin your dy- 
riamp, for "the electric current wLH fol- 
low the path of least resistance,-: Wliy 
not use the same common sense in the 
case of children?" 


.What would you say of a manufac- 


tnrer, who knew every pulley, joint and 
rod of his intricate machinery, bnt did 
not pay any attention1 to the kind of 
cotton he bought, whether sea Island, 
short fibre or long staple? The strain 
of school work -affects children of. poor 
physical development very differently 
from what it does children of sound 
bodily constitution. The nervous sys- 
tem of the child differs very materially 
from the nervous STB tern of the adult 
It. is excitable, under feeble, inhibitory 
control. The sources of rife irritation 
in the child are mamy, and the nerve 
•centers discharge their force more 
readily and faithfully than in the 
adult The nervous systems of many 
children are also suffering from mal- 
nutrition, end they are not capable of 
doing the work of their grade, if age 
only be taken into account. 
Some 


children of feeble physical development 
should be placed in & grade lower than* 
that to which their age and general 
intelligence would assign them. If not, 
under the strain of school work they 
may derelope chorea, hysteria, or 
some other form of neurosis. Among 
the important considerations In the hy- 
giene of tie school room Is plenty of 
fresh air. For when we speak of school 
work as the cause of disease, we mean 
not ocly brain work, but all that i* 
-comprehended in the environment as 
well as the curriculum of the aehol- 
«ra, examinations, rest periods, public 
display of preoodcrus, that ia, abnormal, 
attainments. We should m&ke 
the 


child's nerroua system the ally of our 
educational arrangement*; and not a 
toe to all possible progfWa.
